The trouble is that an affidayit can be 
taken in either capacity. If a litigant were 
to demand that the affidavit be taken by 
the juetice in the judicial capacity he would 
be required by law to include the fee in the 
cost bill and turn it into the City Tres 
ury, but if the demand is not made the 
justice, on his own motion, may take it 
as a notary and keep the fee. Of course 
not one man in a thousand is aware that 
he could make such a demand.

JUDGE eee SUSTAINS THE 
POSITION OF THE SINGLE 
TAX LEAGUE. 


LARGE REVENUES TO BE GAINED 


Board of Public Schools Take a Hand 
in the Movement for the Taxation of 
Corporate Intaugible Property. 


Judge R. E. Rombauer, attorney of the 
Board of Public Schools, will present to 
the Board of Equalization an elaborate 
opinion, setting forth that franchises are 
property and must be taxed. 

It has been estimated by a commmittee 
of the Single Tax League which investi- 
gated the subject that the local franchises 
of this city are worth $80,000,000 and are sub- 
Ject to taxation. Judge Rombauer, after 
carefully examining into Supreme Court de- 
cisions, the revenue laws and the constitu- 


Kon, declares the position of thé League is 


right. 
The gist of Judge Rombauer's argument 
is as follows 


The power a taxation when not restrained 
by the Constitution is unlimited in the Legts- 
lature. The question thus is not whether the 
Constitution has selected this species of prop- 
erty for taxation, but whether the Constitu- 
tion has exempted it, and if the Constitution 
has not exempted it, whether the Legislature 
has subjected it. 

The levying of taxes is a matter solely of 
statutory creation. No means can be resorted 
to, either in the assessment or collection of 
taxes, otber than those pointed out by the 
statute. 

When the Constitution provides (article 10, 
section 4) that all property subject to taxation 
shall be taxed in proportion to its value, and 
thereafter in article 10, section 6, exempts 
certain property from taxation, it in effect 
subjects all property to taxation by the Legis- 
lature which is not thus exempted. Hence the 
question is, Has the Legislature made ayppro- 
priate provision by which the property in ques- 
tion can be assessed for taxation? 

The revenue laws of the State provide, sec- 
tion 7503, that ‘‘taxes shall be levied on all 
property, real and persogal, except as stated in 
the next section, and section 7504, ‘‘substan- 
tially reiterates the 2 ＋ provided by 
the Constitution. Section 7510 provides, among 
other things: he term property, wherever 
used in this chapter, shall be held to mean 
and include every tangible or intangible thing. 
being the subject ‘of ow nership, w bether animate 
or inanimate, real Or personal,’ The law, 
therefore. is broad enough to include fran- 
chises of the character mentioned, even if no 
special provision is made for their taxation in 
express terms. 

In some instances express provision is made 
for the taxation of such franchises. Thus, sec- 
tien 7755 provides that all property, real 
and personal. including the franchises owned by 
telegraph and express companies, shall be sub- 
ject to texation for State, county, municipal 
und other local purposes. But even in these 
cases it is not pointed out how the franchises 
hall be taxed. 

e only question thus seems to be: Is the 
0 of a quasi-public co —— as far 
as ste a privilege, property of an independent 
value over and above the ber real aud per- 
sonal assets of the corporation?

A St, Louis Newspaper Man’s Descrip- 
tion of an Historical Incident, II- 
lustrating the Horrors of War.

In the April Century, Claude H. Wetmore, 
a well known St. Louls newspaper man, has 
an article on “A Famous Sea Fight.“ de- 
scribing the engagement between Chiiian 
and Peruvian ironclads off the coast of 
Bolivia in 1879. Mr. Wetmore says: 

From the beginning of the battle the
